The screw factory at Balanda (51°JO*N, 44°50’E) employee ?0Q workers, of who© 
the majority are woman. The factory produces screws of all slsos for the 
Soviet Army. 

At Rotltovka (unlocated; possibly Petikovka), 47 kilometers northeast of 
Stalingrad, is a chemical factory producing chloride of lim®. 

Borovsk (see comment ) on the upper reaches of the Kama River, contains a 
paper factory and six snail sulphur works. The town also has extensive rail- 
way marshalling yards. The paper factory is equipped entirely with German 
and Austrian machinery and employs 400 workers. The sulphur factories each 
employ between 50 and 60 workers, of thorn the majority are civilian internees* 
Both paper and sulphur works are run on electricity.
